MATERIALS ON THE THEORY AND PRACTICE OF EDUCATION 


Recent American Publications on Science Education (1) 
The recent large increase in the importance and power of science as a social force has led 
to a growing concern with its place in education. It has two aspects : the training of students 
for specialized careers in scientific and technical research, and the integration of science 
with the general education of all students whatever their prospective future. The former is a 
specialized matter, primarily at the university level. Although scientists and industrialists, 
particularly in the United States, are alarmed at the inadequate supply of future research 
workers and, at the problem of supplying them in the time available with the ever-growing and 
complex education they need, the number of books available for such professional training is 
very large. Few of them are of interest beyond their specialized and limited scientific topics. 


But of the broader aspects of science education the late John C. Merriam, President of the 
Carnegie Institutio of Washington, wrote as long ago as 1935 (2); If the significance of scien- 
tific work as developing wider vision, bettered modes of thought, and improved attitudes of mind 
is considered, then education becomes of surpassing importance as the means by which science can 
be interpreted to the individual and to the masses, and the leaven of its influence be made to 
permeate the thought and life of the entire population. With this conception of values in 
science it would not be adequate to have acquaintance with the point of view or the logic of 
science limited to any small group of leaders of thought. It would be necessary to make provi- 
sion by which these ideals would become the common property of all individuals. Only through 
such an extension of the influence of science could we expect to derive the full values which 
might properly come to the people as a whole. 


Since then, this point of view has been generally adopted by the educational profession. As 
a result publications in ‘elementary science' and in ‘general science' have multiplied. Further, 
many attractive books in science, written for the general public and for children's leisure 
reading, have appeared and have found use not merely as stimulants but in direct education. They 
must now be considered an important part of educational literature. 


The most prolific single source of inspiration and aid to science teachers continues to be 
the National Science Teachers Association in the U.S.A. Its publication The Science Teacher 
(National Science Teachers Association, 2101 16th. Street, N.W., Washington, 6, D.C. 6 times 
a year. Amnual subscription : $ 3.00) contains some news and features that are of interest 
primarily to American science teachers but is predominantly devoted to discussions of improved 
methods and devices for the teaching of science and to new classroom ideas and demonstrations. 
The association has now undertaken a new publication, The Elementary School Science Bulletin. 
(6 times a year. Annual subscription : $ 3.00), the first issue of which appeared in May of 
this year and contains articles on gardening at home combined with reporting on it at school, 
on summer science for children, on field trips and conmunity resources and on sources of book 
information, teaching aids, and new educational films. Since it is devoted strictly to the 
elementary school, the widest field with the smallest Supply of literature, and one

The author is Professor of Science at the New Jersey State Teachers College and the studies 
describe simple experiments and experiences with water, air, fuels, and fire, heat, magnetism 
and electricity, sound, and light and colour. All are illustrated with effective drawings and 
contain information on related books, curricula and films. The most recent issue in this 
series, Volume 8, is : Burnett, R.W. Combatting Prejudice through Science Teaching.

$ 1.00. Mr. Burnett, who is Professor of Science Education at the University of Illinois, gives 
the facts on the differences between human races and the absence of many supposed distinctions, 
together with some discussion of the origin of racial prejudices.

Two recent books which discuss the teaching of science to non-scientists at the universi- 
ty level will be stimulating to science teachers at all levels because they discuss the place 
of science in general education and the need for a general popular interest in science. They 
are Conant, James B. On understanding Science, New Haven, Yale University press, 1947. 145 pp. 
$ 2.00. Oxford University : 10s. 6d., and Cohen, I.B. and Watson, F.G. General Education in 
Science, Cambridge, Harvard University press, 1952. 217 pp. $ 4.00. The latter reproduces 
fifteen papers by as many authors, same on the place of science in civilization and in edu- 
cation, others on the place of philosophy and history in the teaching of science, and two on 
special methods for the teaching of biology. 


A somewhat less erudite discussion of the same subject, but one which 'kept the student, 
not the subject matter... in the foreground', was written by ten professors of the University 


of Iowa and edited by McGrath, E.J., ed. Toward General Education. New York, Macmillan, 1948. 
224 pp. $ 3.00. 
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Two complete, practical, well illustrated books, both with excellent instructions, not 
only. for the conduct of laboratory instruction but also for the construction and inexpensive 
purchase of laboratory supplies, have recently appeared. For the elementary schools there 
is Blough, G.0. and Huggett, A.J. Methods and Activities in Elementary School Science, New 
York, The Dryden Press, 1951. 310 pp. $ 3.75, and at the secondary level a larger book with 
more details : Richardson, J.S. and Cahoon, G.P. Methods and materials for teaching general 
and physical science. New York, McGraw-Hill, 1951. 485 pp. $ 4.50. In a more specialized 
field, Hildreth, E.M. Elementary science of food. “ondon, Allman and Son, 1952. 298 pp., is 
a textbook for students but can be of much aid and information to teachers who must include 


food and nutrition in more general courses. 


For pleasant reading for children at various levels of elementary school is the series 
‘Our World of Science', written with admirable simplicity and illustrated by drawings in 
colour, which has been prepared by Professor Gerald S. Craig of Teachers College, Columbia 
University, with a number of collaborators. In order of growing maturity, beginning with 
the primary grade, the books in the series are : Science all about us. 160 pp. $ 1.36; 
Science through the year. 1950. 224 pp. $ 1.48; Science every day, 1950. 252 pp. $ 1.56; 
Exploring in Science, 1950. 319 pp. $ 1.72. Boston, Ginn and Company, 1950. 


At the secondary level, the science reading of students, aside from textbooks, is exer- 
cising a growing influence as more and better books for general readers have became available. 
Since these books are so avidly read by the students and since they raise so many valuable 
questions, they should be on the reading list of teachers also. Worthy of special mention 
are the following new books : Carson R.L. The Sea Around us. New York and London, Oxford uni- 
versity press, 1951. 230 pp. $ 3.50; Ley, Willy. Rockets and Space Travel. New York, Viking 
Press, 1951.

on the laboratory sciences and eight more popular books, devoted mainly to the news of scien- 
ce.

This book offers practical suggestions to classroom teachers on how to improve the teach- 


ing of social sciences in the secondary school. Traditional methods of teaching history and 
geography are described and contrasted with the characteristics and advantages of modern 
methods, e.g. free and assigned student reading, note-taking, ‘geographic excursions’, etc. 
The value and disadvantages of various types of oral and written examinations are discussed 
and useful study units and classroom activities described. The author is professor of educa- 
tional sociology at the Institute of Education, Rio de Janeiro, and of contemporary history 
at the University of Brazil.

Readers will note that the scope and title of this journal have been enlarged, beginning 


with this issue, to include adult education. 


This issue includes a provocative discussion by T.R. Batten, Lecturer in the London Uni- 
versity Institute of Education, of the basic considerations in fundamental education ; an article 
on the historical role of trade unions and co-operative societies in workers' education by Pro- 
fessor G.D.H. Cole ; a very practical article on the educational techniques employed in Jamaica 
for the launching and maintenance of co-\perative societies and a description of the progranme 
of trade union education at Pennsylva? ia State College, by Fred K. Hoehler Jnr. There are also 
a close examination of the growth and present activities of school co-operatives in France by 
Maurice Colombain; an interesting discussion of the attempts to preserve and record African 
native music by Hugh Tracey, Director, African Music Research ; and a description of the activi- 
ties in the Adult Education Centres in Southern Italy by Anna Loronzetto. The Notes and Records 
section includes a full description of the educational activities and plans of the Interna- 
tional Confederation of Free Trade Unions as well as news items from Ceylon, Italy, Pakistan, 
India, Unesco's Fundamental Education Centres at Patzcuaro, Mexico, and Menouf, Egypt, and the 


new International Centre of horkers' Education at Compiégne, near Paris. 


International Bureau of Education. Access of Women to Education (Publication no. 141) Geneva, 


1952. 207 pp. 5 Swiss francs. Published also in French. 


This volume is the result of a survey conducted by the International Bureau of Education 
for the XVth. International Conference on Public Education, held in Geneva in July 1952, at 
which women's education was the main topic on the agenda. For the first time, data on this 
subject from 47 countries has been compiled and published as a single document, thus providing 
material for a comparative study of women's opportunities and disabilities in the educational 
systems of the reporting countries. The text is supported by statistical tables covering the 
number of schools, teachers and students by level of education and by sex, with mixed schools 
separately tabulated. The inclusion of data on existing legislation on women's right to edu- 
cation in the 47 reporting countries is also of particular value. Two additional studies pre- 
sented to the Conference were provided by Unesco : Labarca, A.H. Women and Education in Chile 
(Paris, Unesco, 1952. 68 pp. Processed. Published separately also in Freneh) and Mitrovitch, 
M. and Tomstich, V. La femme et I'éducation en Yougoslavie (Paris, Unesco, 1952. 84 pp. Pro- 
cessed. English edition in preparation). 


International Bureau of Education. Teaching of Natural Science in Secondary Schools (Publi- 
cation no. 139) Geneva, 1952, 216 pp. 5 Swiss franes. Published also in French. 

The present volume is the sequel to the survey ‘Introduction to Natural Science in Primary 
Schools’ made in 1949 by the International Bureau of Education. It served as a working document 
at the XVth. International Conference on Public Education, as did the earlier survey at the 
XIIth. Conference. 


It deals with the teaching of natural science proper and its various branches, and its aims 
methods, and syllabuses in secondary education. The introductory general survey is followed by 
reports supplied by the Ministries of Education of 48 countries. These clearly reveal the 
erowing emphasis laid on the biological aspects of the subject and the unanimous interest felt in 


increasing the use of laboratory teaching methods. 


National Society of College Teachers of Education. Preparation of Teachers in the Area of Curri~ 


culum and Instruction (Monograph no.2). Austin, University of Texas, 1951. 89 pp. No price given. 


The monograph begins by discussing the major needs in teacher education and presents the 
basic points of view in the area of curriculum and instruction. Subsequent chapters are entitled: 
‘Understanding Children anc Youth', 'Understanding the Commmity', ‘Administrative and Organiza- 
tional Influences on the Curriculum', ‘Identifying, Defining, and Using Objectives', 'Selecting 
Learning Experiences', 'Guiding and Developing the Learning Activities’, 'Evaluating the Results 
of Learning', 'Staff and Community Participation in Over-All Planning', ‘Recognizing the Marks 
of a Good Curriculum',

Statistics covering the year 1951-52 are given for pupil enrolment by sex, levels of 
schooling, yublic and private schools, for French and Arabic schools and for financial expend- 


itures on public instruction from 1945-1952 (pp.70-77).

Besides the usual statistical tables on enrolment, attendance and school expenditures, this 
Report contains descriptive accounts of recent educational developments. Among these are the 
commmnity education programme which was started in 1949 and the adult schools, which enrol 
8,286 students. The community education programme of the Department of Education is designed to 
provide adult citizens of the island with a basic education that will give them a better under- 
standine of their own lives, their community anc the world about them'. The total school enrol- 
ment of pupils 6-18 years of age in 1950-51 was 454,856, out of a potential school population 
within those ages of 706,289. The percentage of enrolment in the different ages was : 6-12 years 
73.25 per cent; 13-15 vears, 66.26 per cent; and 16-18 years, 32-44 per cent, or 6-18 years, 
64.4 per cent. These fisures are distinctly above average for Latin America. 


Unesco. Community Education in Puerto Rico : a report prepared by the Division of Community 
Education, Department of Education, San Juan, Puerto Rico, on work accomplished from 1 July 1949 
to 15 October 1951. (Occasional Papers in Education, No. 14). Paris, 1952. 25 pp. Free. 


Published also in French and Spanish. 


The progranme described in technical detail in this report is designed to offer adult ci- 
tizens who have had little or no formal schooling a basic education ‘on the nature of man, his 
history, his life, his way of working and oi self-governing in the world and in Puerto Rico’. 
Its central aim is to encourage co-operative action by the communities for improvement of living 
conditions. Law 372 which established the programme in May 1949 states further: 'Such teaching, 
addressed to citizens meeting in groups in barrios, settlements and urban districts, will be 
imparted through moving pictures, radio, books, pamphlets and posters, phonograph records, lec- 
tures and group discussion'. During the past two years, the Division of Community Education has 
been producing the materials used in the field, selecting and training field staff, developing 
extensive and intensive work with rural communities, and purchasing and often rebuilding equip- 
ment for all phases of the programme. Instructional materials used are fitted into progranmes, 
each of which consists of films, booklets and posters. During the past two years five separate 
programmes have been produced and two others are in production. A typical programme of the 
series (No.III) aims to create a more realistic and scientific attitude toward individual and 
community health problems. It includes a eight-reel film Pueblito de Santiago (Santiago Village), 
a music film, 7,000 posters, and 200,000 copies of Booklet. III, Ciencia y Supersticion (Science 
anc Superstition). This important large-scale programme is of particular interest to fundamental 
education administrators and field workers in other countries, both because of its sound approach 


and the excellent quality of the varied materials produced. Appendix I lists and describes these 
materials.

This is the fifth of a series of articles on the problem of adult illiteracy in the United 
States which have been appearing in School Life. Previous articles appeared in the issues of 
June, October and November 1951, March and May 1952. These articles review latest available 
Census Bureau estimates of illiteracy (2,838,000) and cite research studies and statistical data 
to show the individual and social handicaps resulting from it. These include low wages, unskil- 
led employment, displacement of illiterate farm workers as farming becomes mechanized, lowered 
living standards, retarded national defence and loss of industrial manpower. An action programme 
at the community, state and national levels is recommended. 


It is planned to reprint the entire 
series as a unit for general distribution.

U.S. Office of Ecucation. School Facilities Survey, First Progress Report, 1951-1952. 


Washington, 1D.C., Govt. Print. Office, 1952. 77 pp. $ 0.40. 


This progress report, covering 25 States, represents the beginning of the first comprehen- 
sive survey of elementary and secondary school facilities ever attempted in the United States, 
Authorized by Congress in 1950, the study is intended to determine the precise extent and nature 
of school building needs and lead to the development, State by State, of planned progranmes of' 
school construction. Section I of the present report outlines the problem and the methodology 
of the study, which is essentially a series of State surveys co-ordinated at the national level 
by the US Office of Education. Section II discusses factors that influence school building 
needs, such as population growth and mobility, changing curricula and teaching methods and the 
varying financial resources of local authorities. Section III reports data from 25 States. 
According to the criteria applied, 21.4 per cent of the approximately eleven million pupils in 
these States are housed in school buildings rated unsatisfactory, 43.5 per cent rated fair, 
34.9 per cent rated satisfactory.

\ continuation of Little Democracies, by the same author (Manila, Inang Wika Publishing, 
1951. 241 pp.), this book reports on the second stage in the development of the emerging com- 
munity school in the Philippines. It describes conmunity schools in several provinces and 
indicates how, under the initial leadership of teachers, the schoolchildren, their parents, 
young people out of school, and others have worked together in the past year to improve the 
curricula of the schools and, correspondingly, the standards of living in the homes and com- 
munity. The book not only explains the philosophy of the movement, but describes in great 
detail what was done, and by whom, in order to inplement it.

Read, Doris I. The Norwich Reading Scheme ; an account of a scheme for teaching reading in the 
infant and first-year junior school. London, Harraps, 1951. 80 pp. illus. 7s. 6d. 


This book describes the system which a Norwich teacher has developed for teaching reading 
in the first class of the infant school (i.e. with children aged 5 or 6). The various elements 
of the scheme are not new, but the author has combined them carefully in the light of experi- 
mentation and her book gives a clear, step by step, guide to the procedure, as well as to the 
underlying reasons for the schme. Briefly, a great deal of apparatus, such as flash-cards, 
pictures, sketches, toys and games is used and the children are introduced to reading through 
a series of progressive games. Activity dominates, and each child is allowed to learn at his 
own rate. The material is introduced in wholes - words or sentence patterns- related to the 
children's interests and activities. This global approach comes out in the author's view that 
‘reading should embrace a wide range of activities, including art, speech-training, music, 
literature, various forms of handwork, games and physical exercises'.
